These may include in¬ 
vestigation of specimens of sput¬ 
um, body cavity fluids, gastric and 
bladder secretions. 

Some of the advantages of the 
cytological method is that cancer 
can be detected even when growth 
is too small to be seen or felt on 
examination by a physician—often 
•months or perhaps years, before 
the patient appreciates any ab¬ 
normality. 

Unfortunately, at present, there 
are not enough cytotechnicians to 
make it possible to do mass screen¬ 
ings of smears taken from women.

For some time now the question 
of installing a sewerage system in 
the town has been on the minds of 
your council. 

Originally it had been planned 
to install a system for the commer¬ 
cial district but, since that time, 
large numbers of people became 
interested in a system to serve the i 
whole town. Although the council /' 
favored a proposal to serve the 
town as a whole, it was not yet 
ready to recommend such a pro¬ 
posal to the people until expert 
advice had been obtained. 

In order to get this advice and 
be in a position to answer some of 
the questions asked by the people 
who were interested, Ahe council 
decided to acquire the services of 
a competent engineering firm to 
make a study of the matter and 
report its findings to your council. 
We wish now to present a summary 
of this report to you, the ratepay¬ 
ers. It is you who will decide whe¬ 
ther or not the council will pro¬ 
ceed any further with the proposed 
sewerage system for the town. 

The following matters are ex¬ 
cerpts from the engineers’ report: 
General Conditions: 

At the present time, the private 
disposal systems of the town, in 
many cases do not exist and in a 
great number of other cases do not 
conform to the health regulations 
as these places have only a cess¬ 
pool do not meet health regula¬ 
tion requirements which specify 
that a cesspool must be at least 
50 feet from any dwelling. Other 
locations have poor drainage fa¬ 
cilities, either from high under¬ 
ground water levels or lack of suit¬ 
able sub-soil drainage. 

Building Connections: 

The system proposed is designed 
to pick up disposal waste at the 
basement floor level, although 
there may be a few isolated cases 
where the pickup may have to be 
from the main floor only. 

As the costs of the system only 
cover street installation, the cost 
of the connection from the prop¬ 
erty line to the property system 
will be the responsibility of the 
owner. 

Total Costs: 

The total cost of the 
project is as follows: 

Sewerage collections 
(feeder lines) $160,000.00 

Trunk line and 

disposal 100,000.00

Annual Costs: 

The cost of this system, each 
year, is estimated at $22,317.44, 
made up as follows: 

Repayment of Debent¬ 
ures and interest $ 18,717.44 

Operational Costs 3,600.00 

To meet these costs and also 
have a small balance in case of 
emergency, revenue of $23,631.85 
is estimated and made up as fol¬ 
lows: 

Frontage Tax $ 7,431.85 

Service charges 16,200.00 

Frontage Tax: 

As the taxpayer’s share of the 
annual payments, a frontage tax 
is proposed at the rate of 34c per 
foot frontage. This would mean 
that a person with a 30 foot lot 
would pay an annual frontage tax 
of $10.20. A person with a 25 foot 
lot would pay $8.50 per year, and 
a person with a 50 foot lot would 
pay $17.00 per year, all for a pe¬ 
riod of 25 years. 

Although a person is paying a 
tax for the sewerage for a period 
of 25 years, this could be offset by 
an increase in the value of the lot. 
Service Charges: 

The service charges are the 
monthly charges for the use of the 
sewerage facilities just as a service 
charge is made for the use of wa¬ 
ter. These charges will be set up 
by the town by by-law, which must 
be approved by the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Utility Commissioners and pre¬ 
sumably will be a little similar to 
the water charge, although the pos¬ 
sible residential rate will be a flat 
rate throughout the town. 
Summing Up: 

The best means of showing the 
effect of the costs of the proposed 
sewerage system on the ratepayer 
is by taking a few examples: 
Resident with 30 foot 
frontage per month: 
frontage 85c, service $2.50; ttl. $3.35 
Resident with 25 foot 
frontage per month: 
frontage 71c, service $2.50; ttl. $3.21 
Resident with 50 foot 
frontage per month: 
frontg. $1.42, service $2.50; ttl. $3.92 

This would be for 25 years, after 
which the frontage charge is drop¬ 
ped, but the service charge would
